hom e here. declared th at he was 
expecting an atto rn ey from eith er 
Chicago o r New York to fight th e 
m urd er charges. 
"T h ere will be a law yer here." 
Burke Insist*^. “ I don't know who 
he will be, o r w here he will he 
from, but th ere will Im* one.” 
Barrett O ’H ara. Chicago crim inal 
lawyer, whose arrival here y e ste r­ 
day led to lep o rts that he had been 
retained to defend Burke, left here 
late last night. 
Manwhile. It was learned that of­ 
ficials here are seeking Mrs. Viola 
B a n n e rm a n , form erly of 
Kanka- 
ke, 111 . w ho lived with R urke as his 
wife prior to th e Skelly slaying. 
Police believe th a t the woman 
m ay be ready to talk now as the 
resu lt of B urke's m arria g e to a n ­ 
o th e r w oman, th e d a u g h te r of a 
Missouri farm er. 
April 8 was set as th e d ate for 
exam ining trial when B urke was 
arraign ed yesterday before Ju stice 
Joseph Collier, Jr. He refused to 
m ak e any 
plea 
when 
arraigned, 
following his announced policy of 
“ if they w ant me, th e y ’ll have to 
fight for me." 
Burke, held in a closely guarded 
cell which has been term ed escape- 
proof, was altern ativ ely in a joking 
and surly mood. 
Asked how* he liked his narrow’ 
cell. Burke replied that “ it w as a l­ 
most as good as the Ritz.” 
H e lost his attitu d e of good hu- 
,mor, however, a fte r he inquired 
about his fishing tackle and golf 
clubs which he w as forced to a b a n ­ 
don here when he fled after the 
Shelly m urder. 
Told th at his "w ife" (Mrs. B a n ­ 
n erm an ) had sold them , he snarled, 
“ Robbed of everything, e h !"

I pigs that are kept indoors.

I harm produced by long period* of

does not appear to be from ’he 
ilack of sunshine, but from the in- 
i ability of the pig to obtain sub­ 
stances from the soil, such as iron 
and copper that assist in the forma- 
. tion of blood. 
According to Dr. B. H. Kdgington 
of the Ohio Eperiment Stations 
I Disease 
Control 
laboratory 
at 
Reynold* bu rf. the first symptom 
noticed is usually a lack of vigor. 
I Tile pigs may be plump and w ell 
developed but tire easily and show 
fatigue on slight exercise. 
The 
mucous membrane of the mouth 
and eyes bet onies pale, and sudden 
death ay occur in anemic pigs that 
are still in good flesh. In the more 
prolonged course of the disease 
the pigs become thin and weak, the 
hair 
coal 
rough, 
and 
the 
skin 
w rinkled. 
A condition of “thumpy* 
or 
labored 
breathing 
frequently 
is present. 
Post moi tem examination of the 
affected pigs .-hows an enlarged} 
flabby heart with accumulations of 
fluid in the thoracic and abdominal 
cavities. The iller may be enlarg­ 
ed and usually shows a sported 
condition 
The blood in pale and 
the muscles and internal orguns 
have a palid appearance. 


The condition can be prevented 
by allowing the pigs outside range 
where they may root in the ground 
and pick up the substances essen­ 
tial for blood building 
Salts of iron 
(ferric sulphate) 
may be administered to the indivi­ 
dual pig or mixed with some ad­ 
hesive material like mola**es and 
spread on the udder of the sow.
